fARLIAMEMTARY REGISTEll. 



BY the Articles of Union between Great Britain and 
Ireland, it was settled, that ihe Peerage of Ireland 
should be represented in Parliament by 28 Temporal 
Pfeers, to be elected by such Peers of Ireland as sat and 
voted in the Parliament of Ireland, when the Union 
was decreed : these Peers to be elected for life, and on 
a vacancy by the death of any Peer so elected, his place 
should be supplied by a Peer elected and chosen by the 
Peers of Ireland, who sat and voted in the said Parlia- 
ment, or the successors to their Titles. Four Spiritual 
Peers of Ireland were also to have seats in the House of 
Peers of Great Britain and Ireland ; these were to be 
chosen by Rotation from the Spiritual Peers of Ireland, 
viz. four annually during the Continuation of the Par- 
liament.

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THE ELECTION OF TEIE REPRESENTATIVES 



ROYJL BOROUGHS OF SCOTLAND. 



THE Laws for elccring Members of the Royal Boroughs arc 
very plain, as they were inserted in the Treaty of Union. The 
City of Edir^burgh is allowed to elect one Commissioner or Re- 
presentative to serve in Parliament i and the remainder of the 
Boroughs are divided into Fourteen Districts, each District to 
send One Representative agreeably to the List subjoined to 
this. Each Borough is governed by its own Charter or Set. — 
The Members of Parliament are not chosen by the Inhabitants 
at large of the different Boroughs, but by Delegates chosen by 
riie Councils of the different Boroughs of the Fourteen Districts. 
Thus the Right of Election Is delegated to Four or at most Five 
Persons, who elect the Member for the Boroughs they represent. 

As to the manner of Election of the Fifteen Representa- 
tives, it is ordered, that — the Sheriff of the Shire of Edin- 
burgh shall, on the receipt of the Writ directed to him, forth- 
with direct his Precept to the Lord Provost of Edinburgh, to 
cause a Burgess to be elected for that City ; and, on receipt of 
such Precept, the City of Edinburgh shall elect their Member* 
and their common Clerk shall certify his Name to the Sheriff^ of 
Edinburgh, who shall annex it to bis Writ, and return it. 

The procedure at electing a Member for the City of Edinburgh. 
—The Right of Election is vesMd in the whole Magistrate^

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and Council, ordinary and extraordinary. The Clerk takes tbe 
Oath against Bribery, and to make a faithful Return. Th» 
Proceedings are regulated by a Clause. 

The form prescribed by the Law for procedure at the Election 
of the Representatives of the Fourteen Districts of Boroughs, is 
this.— The Sheriff, on receiving the Writ, endorses on it the 
Date at which it came to hand ; he then makes out a Precept to 
every Borough within his Jurisdiction, requiring them to elect a 
Commissioner to meet at the presiding Borough of the District, 
there to assist in elccring a Burgess to serve in Pariiament. 
These Precepts must be delivered by the Sheriff to the Chief Ma- 
gistrate residing in each Borough, within Four Days from the 
receipt of the Writ, under the penalty of One Hundred Pounds 
Sterling for each Offence.

The Members of the Meeting al-o take 
an Oath against Bribery, if any of the number require it- The 
Votes are then put; and the Clerk is directed to draw up a 
Commission to the Person who has the majority, and to sign it, 
and affix to it the common Seal of the Borough. The Clerk not 
doing his duty forfeits Five Hundred Pounds to tl.e Commis. 
sioner duly elected. No particular Qaalification is requisite to 
entitle a Person to be elected Comniif.sioner for a Borough. The 
Commissioners from the diff';rent Boroughs being thus chosen, 
_ meet at the presiding or Head-borough of the District, on ihc 
birticth Uay after the Dite of the Writ ; or if that should

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fall on Sunday, on the Day following, betvriit Elewn aaiTwal^ 
©"clock before Nowi. The Commissioner from the piesidiog 
Bovough, puts to the Clerit of his own Borougb, (who U alio 
Cleik of the Meeting,) an Onth »gaipei Bribery, and tlwt he eball 
make a faithful Return. 

If the Clerk refuse to act, or talce the Oath, the Commis* 
Sioners have power ro choose another, and administer the (Xth 
to him. The Commiesions are then read ; and Protcfts may be 
entered against them. The Commissioners take Ae Oaths to 
Government, and the Oath against Bribery ; they tlien give their 
Votes for a Burgess to serve in Parliament j and the Person pre» 
siding, srnd Clerk, having signed the Minutes, the Meeting is dis> 
tolved. But if any Person assert that he v/se duly elected Dele- 
gate from a Borough in the District, but hu got no Commis- 
sion, and declare for whom he woidd have voted ; upcm taking 
the Oaths, his Declarations will be inserted id the Minutes uf the 
Meeting, but he cannot be alloued to vote. The Clerk of the 
Meeting must return to the .Sheriff the Person who is elected fay 
the majority of Cotnmissionere, producing regular Coei missions, 
signed by the Clerk, and having the common Seal of their Bo- 
rough annexed ; leaving it to the House of Commons, on Peti- 
tion, to rectify any errors or injustice that may hflve been com- 
mitted. If the Votes of the Commissioners are equal, the Com- 
missioner chosen by the presiding Borough, besides his own, h*s 
also a casting vote ; and the Boroughs preside by rotation. 

If a vacancy should happen during the course of a Parliament, 
by the 0cadi of the Member, or a vacancy be occasioned by 
his acceptance of a Place, the Borough which presided last, conti- 
nues to do so at this intermediate Election, and its Commissioner 
has the casting vote. If the Commissioner from the Borough is 
absent, or refuse to vote, the Commissioner from the Borough 
\rfiich presided last but one, has the casting vote, over and above 
his own ; and if he too is absent, or refuse to vote, it goes to 
ihn Commissioner of rtie Borough which presided last but two,

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and 80 on baclcward^. If a Borough hare no Magistrates at the 
time of an Election, on account of having been dcpriveil of its 
elective Privileges, and not yet revived, the next Borough in or- 
der entitled to preside, becomes the Returning Borough, and 
its Commissioner has the casting v«e ; and the Borough which, 
ought to have presided, is not allowed to do so, till all the other* 
of the District have presided in their turn. If a Commissionerj 
after he is chosen, cannot attend on the Day of Election, a town 
Council has no power toxhaese a new Commissioner to vote iot 
them at the Election of the Member for the District. 

Any man, not otherwise incapacitated from holding a Seat in 
Parliament, may be elected to serve as Member for the City of 
Edinburgh, or for a District of boroughs in Scotland. It is 
even no good objection, that he has not been created an hono- 
rary Burgess of any Boroughia the Dntrict.

Of Electors and Elections of Citizens in London. 

UPON every Election, in case a poll be demanded by a Can- 
didate, or two or more Electors, the presiding Officers shall 
appoint a convenient number of Clerks to take the same, who 
shall take It in the presence of the presiding Officers, and be 
sworn by such Officers, truly and indifferently to take the same,

The Mayor, upon request by any Candidate, or his Agent, at 
any Election where a Scrutiny is demanded and granted, shall 
issue Precepts, as has been usual, requiring the Masters and 
"Wardens of the Livery-Companies, to cause their Clerks forth- 
with to deliver two true Lists of all the Liverymen of their re- 
spective Companies ; who shall return them on Oath within 
Three Days after the receipt of such Precept, one of which 
Lists the Mayor is to cause to be delivered to the Candidate or 
Candidates on each side at such Election, or their Agents. 

No Person shall have a Right to vote who has not been Twelve

STAT. 7th Henry 8. Cap. ij. Formerly Knights of the Shire 
were to be chosen at the next County {that is County-Court) to 
be holden after the delivery of the Writ, and accordingly in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth an Election was made for the County 
of Norfolk the Day after the delivery of the Writ, which, with 
other incidents, occasioned a large Debate in the House, but was 
held to be good and legal. 

By Statute 7th and 8th William III. Cap. 2;. when any new 
Parliament shall be called, there shall be Forty Days between 
the Teste and Returns of the Writs, and the Writs shall issue 
with as much Expedition as may be. And as well upon calling 
a new Parliament, as in the case of any vacancy, the Writ shall 
be delivered to the proper Officer, and to no other Person. And
